WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 


report to Congress shows at 
least 13 lawmakers have turned 
down controversial 
campaign 


donations from a bankers' polit- 
ical fund. 


This left 13 others, including 


presidential contender Sen, Ed- 
mund S. Muskie, D-Maine, and 
a Georgia congressman who 
had no election opponent, were 
listed as recipients of the bank- 
ing group's contributions. 


The Bankers Political Action 


Committee touched off the dis- 
pute last month when it report- 
ed giving more than $40,000 to 
members of the House and Sen- 
ate Banking Committees in the 
last few days before the elec- 
tion. 


The Justice Department be- 


gan a probe after House Bank- 
ing Committee chairman Wright 
Patman, D-Tex., accused the 
bankers' group of trying to 
weaken a bill to prohibit one- 
bank holding companies from 
branching out into other busi- 
ness fields. A compromise ver- 
sion of this bill passed the 
House 364 to 4 Wednesday and is 
awaiting Senate action.

STANFORD, Calif. (AP) — 


The average drug seller is 
young, white, uses drugs him- 
self, considers himself honest 
and friendly and doesn't regard 
himself as a criminal, says a re- 
searcher. 


That was the profile painted 


by Dr. Richard Blum of Stan- 
ford University's Institute for 
Public Policy Analysis in a re- 
port Wednesday to 23 scholars 
and government officials from 
five nations attending an inter- 
national drug abuse conference. 


Blum said his findings were 


based on analysis of 454 inter- 
views with drug pushers in jails, 
psychiatric 
wards, 
colleges, 


high 
schools, 
junior 
high 


schools, the Haight-Ashbury dis- 
trict of San Francisco and rural 
California youth communes. 


Most pushers got their start 


on alcohol in their teens, be- 
came heavy smokers of both to- 
bacco and marijuana before 
their mid-20s, and had used nar- 
cotics by the same age, he 
found. 


Almost all had begun illicit 


drug use in their teens, receiv- 
ing the drug from a friend or 
acquaintance the first 
time, 


Blum said. 


He said most of the user-push- 


ers said they were nervous be- 
fore their first try at drugs, but 
by the tune of their first sale 
the majority said they were no 
longer nervous about arrest. 


Blum said only about 10 per 


cent said they felt guilty about 
drugs, but as they continued 
selling drugs, they became wor- 
ried about some of the conse- 
quences. 


"After an average of four 


years' dealing, plus the preced- 
ing use period," Blum said, "40 
per cent are now worried about 
being dependent or addicted; 
two-thirds told of changes they 
had witnessed in other dealers 
which had included addiction, 
death, criminalization, social al- 
ienation, drug 
obsessionalism, 


and other pathological personal- 
ity developments."

His style is not new, though, 
since it harks to the socially 
conscious Hollywood films of 
the 1930s, which dealt with mig- 
rant farmers, prison conditions 
and other causes. 


Costa-Gavras does not try to 


deal'with social ills. He tackles 
entire governments. 


"Z" was an indictment of the 


regime of Greece. Now the di- 
rector has taken on the Czech 
Communist regime and their 
Russian bosses. 


The film is 
called "The 


Confession." Like "Z" it is 
based on fact. 


"I first started thinking about 


it after the 1968 invasion of 
Czechoslovakia," Costa-Gavras 
related on a visit here. "I was 
stunned by it, and I realized 
that Stalinism was not fin- 
ished." 


He read a book by Artur Lon- 


don, a Czech vice minister of 
foreign affairs who was one of 
three survivors of a purge trial 
in 1952. Costa-Gavras made a 
deal with I,ondon and cast Yves 
Montand and Simone Signoret 
as the Czech and his wife. 


The director found surprising 


acceptance of his proposal to 
film "The Confession" in Czech- 
oslovakia. But with the fall of 
the Dubcek regime in July of 
1969, 
permission 
was 
with- 


drawn. The film was made in 
France instead. 


"The Confession" is powerful 


stuff, 
depicting 
the 
torture 


methods of the Communists in 
unrelenting manner. Less melo- 
dramatic than "Z," it will prob- 
ably not attract as large an 
audience. But it has the same 
compelling air of reality.

When one of /*jrchic Dodson's 
children got sick recently he 
didn't call a doctor. He has 
no phone. Anyway, there is 
no doctor in this section of 
the Blue Ridge Mountains. 
And even if there were lit' 
would not, in Dodson's opin- 
ion, "come a way out heah 
to see an oF hillbilly fam- 
ily." 


So he called John Lamb. 
Who is John Lamb? 
"Next to Jesus he's the 


greatest friend us mountain 
people got." 


John 
Lamb c a m e . He 


looked at the sick child and 
immediately took her to the 
nearest hospital where she 
was given emergency treat- 
ment for spinal meningitis. 
Physicians agreed if there 
had been any more delay the 
child would have died. 


Understandably, 
the Ar- 


chie Dodson family credits 
John Lamb with saving the 
baby's life. Equally under- 
standable, many people in 
this 
depressing, 
detached 


hill country credit the man 
with being God's gift. For 
nearly a quarter of a century 
"Mr. John," as he's known 
through three counties, has 
been waging a personal war 
on poverty here, using the 
impoverished as soldiers in 
their own defense. 


It began in 1947 when 


Lamb, a dairyman 
from 


Washington, 
D. C., f i r s t 


visited the Blue Ridge. It 
was snowing that time. And 
he stopped to watch and 
weep as sometime shoeless, 
sometimes costless, children 
stood shivering at a school 
bus stop. That day he raced 
back to his Washington of- 
fice, gathered up all the 
warm clothes he could find, 
and returned immediately to 
distribute his booty to aston- 
ished residents. 


He has b e e n returning 


ever since. 


Now nearly 80 years old, 


Mr. John has set up one of 
the most incredible 
indi- 


vidual mercy missions in the 
nation. He wheedles and begs 
merchandise out of capital 


city citizens. He loads it on 
a truck which, through a 
series of intermediate steps, 
he acquired by selling news- 
paper 
subscriptions. And, 


using his own pension money 
for 
expenses 
thereon, 
he 


moves like an all weather 
vSanta, giving out what has 
amounted 
to hundreds of 


tons of desperately needed 
goods. In 23 years, he esti- 
mates, he has made enough 
trips from Washington to the 
Blue Ridge to cover 700,000 
miles (to the moon and back 
plus eight trips around the 
world) and has set up reg- 
ular and all - encompassmg 
assistance for at least 600 
mountain families. 


And he shows no signs of 


slowing down. On the con- 
trary, he says, "I got a plan, 
by Jack, that'll make the 
New Deal look like nothing. 
I'm gonna build the moun- 
tain people a meeting place. 
I mean a big one. Thirty 
thousand dollars. I'm gonna 
build it right in here among 
them. So they'll have a place 
to come when they're sick. 
So they'll have a dentist first 
time in their lives. I mean 
it, by Jack. I'm gonna build 
one right now, then another, 
then another, then another 


M 


It would be easy to dis- 


miss Mr. John's insistence. 
After all he's old, unorgan- 
ized and has tried and failed 
to get state or federal fund- 
ing. Virginia welfare author- 
ities call him "a meddler." 
Neighbors who suffer the 
piles of donations that ac- 
cumulate daily in his yard 
call him "a dreamer." But 
the mountain families of Vir- 
ginia's Rappahannock, Page 
and Madison counties call 
him God's gift. 


The Archie Dodson family 


is a good illustration of the 
point. There are 13 of them. 
When Lamb found the fam- 
ily it was little more than 
savage. Nobody used toilet 
paper, the children were 
sick with undernourishment, 
they had one set of clothes 
apiece, and were, as Mrs. 
Dodson 
admits, 
"on 
the 


verge of dying, one by one." 


Then came Lamb. He 


moved the family out of a

stick house into a pair of 
sturdy, clean trailers. He 
took the children to a dentist 
(88 cavities) 
and 
several 


doctors. He i n t r o d u c e d 
Archie Dodson 
to manual 


labor. ("We found out he 
was 
darn

He t a u g h t the 
mother how to can in prepa- 
ration for winter. He put 
clothes on their backs, food 
in their stomachs and hope 
in their hearts.

been easy, John Lamb says.

But 
I've found that patience pays 
off. If you keep after them, 
teach them to help them- 
selves, show them right from 
wrong, they learn like any- 
body else."

NEW YORK (AP) - The Los 


Angeles Rams and St. Louis 
Cardinals, statistically the best- 
balanced teams in the National 
Conference of the National Foot- 
ball League, will nevertheless 
be fighting for their playoff 
lives Sunday.

Detroit 
is the strongest against the 
rush, yielding 1,106 yards to 
1,309 for Los Angeles. 


In AFC total offense, Oakland

Miami is the best rushing 
team with 1,923 yards to Oak- 
land's 1,876 and the Raiders 
hold a 2,595-2,441 passing edge 
over Houston. 


The New York Jets, long gone

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Was 


there ever such a woman, who 
swayed gracefully beneath frills 
and hooped skirts on the wide 
verandas of the South-or was 
she just a myth? 


Mrs. Margaret Kolb, chair- 


man of the Governor's Commis- 
sion on the Status of Women, 
says there was. 


"There was such a woman, 


but that woman had a mind of 
her own," said Mrs. Kolb. "She 
became an uncanny psycholog- 
ist." 


The expectations of the South- 


ern woman "caused women to 
be great deceivers," according 
to Mrs. Kolb. 


"Women have great stamina, 


whether under a hooped skirt or 
on horseback," she said. "The 
Southern woman was anything 
but a plaything for a man." 


Mrs. Kolb is a Southern wom- 


an who wants to make sure that 
other Southern women have the 
right 
to 
fulfill 
their needs, 


' whether it be in the home or on 
' the job. 


Although 
she 
expressed 


empathy with the woman's lib- 


' eration movement, she prefers 
• to walk through legislative 


channels. 


Through the commission, "we 


have done a great deal for 


'. women's rights, because 
we 


have been proving that women 
can assume a great deal of re- 
sponsibility," she said. 


! 
However, she said, "we are 


doing it the hard, tedious way, 
which is not as exciting" as the 
women's lib demonstrations. 


Mrs. Kolb said it was impos- 


sible to have the time to work 
with legislation and attitudes 
and "run to Washington and 
chain ourselves to fence posts." 


She said there were other 


ways to make "our point" than 
marching into a meeting and 
creating a disuption. 


But, she said "the women's 


lib movement has made some 
contribution in calling attention 
to the fact that women have not 
always" had the opportunity to 
act as they would like. 


"It is always the girl Friday 


that does the work and the man 
takes the credit," she said. 


The commission has set up 


several committees to work for 
change through the legislative 
process. 


Mrs. Kolb mentioned a labor 


standards committee, where the 
concern is for higher wages and 
more job opportunities for wom- 
en. 


There are many misconcep- 


tions about women in the labor 
force, Mrs. Kolb said. 


"Women, by in large, are 


more industrious and are usual- 
ly rapid learners and elastic in 
their adjustment," she said. 


She said statistics from the 


U.S. 
Labor Department refute 


the theory that women are not 
able physically to work a 40- 
hour week as men do. She said 
that the statistics also show 
that men having a slight edge 
over women in the number of 
sick leave days taken. 


Mrs Kolb says the commis- 


sion is also concerned about 
women having adequate coun- 
seling, both in school and in lat- 
er years. 


One of the commission's proj- 


ects is to survey the schools and 
determine if women are being 
told they can do jobs other than 
the traditional feminine career 
fields of nursing and teaching. 


Mrs. 
Kolb says that counsel- 


ing also is needed for the mid- 
dle-aged woman who has lost 
her sense of security and does 
not feel there is anything for 
her to contribute to society. 


In an effort to fulfill this emo- 


tional and probable financial 
vacuum, The Arkansas Travel- 
ers program was created in 
which women are trained to 
help in homes where there are 
patients who need 
extended 


care. 


She said the pay under the 


program is not large but often 
it is enough to help these wom- 
en "maintain their homes " 


Among the main concerns of 


the commission are laws that 


discriminate against women. 


The prime example, said Mrs. 


Kolb, is a state law providing 
for imprisonment of women al- 
coholics. There is no such law 
for men. 


She would like to see this law 


abolished. 


Mrs. Kolb foresees a bright 


future for women in Arkansas. 
For proof in that direction, she 
noted that women had been 
elected as delegates to the 
state Constitutional Convention, 
where they might not have been 
in years past. 


She points with obvious pride 


to Mrs. I/eona Troxell, who is 
head of the state Employment 
Security Division, and to Mrs. 
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Dorothy Stuck, who is director 
of the Civil Rights Division of 
lite Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare in the Dal- 
las office. For Mrs. Kolb, these 
two women are examples that 
women can 
hold responsible 


jobs. 


"I think that women in Arkan- 


sas have been recognized with 
real stature in the last four 
years," she said. 


Mrs. 
Kolb credits Gov. Win- 


throp Rockefeller for many of 
the advances made by women 
in the state, by appointing Mrs. 
Troxell to her post and recom- 
mending Mrs. Stuck for her po- 
sition. 


Mrs. 
Kolb headed Democrats 


for Rockefeller during the last 
campaign, in which he was de- 
feated 
by 
Gov.-elect 
Dale 


Bumpers. 


-She said she did not think 


that the trends would be re- 
versed when Bumpers takes of- 
fice. She said some of the posi- 
tions like Mrs. Troxell's may be 
lost, but the accomplishments 
will remain. 


The commission is a cataylist 


to encourage women's groups to 
expand their interests beyond 
bridge and luncheons, said Mrs 
Kolb. 


The commission has 
been 


sponsoring a series of regional 
workshops for women and em- 
ployers to show just what wom- 


en can do. She said that one of 
the main thrusts of these work- 
shops is to get women back into 
the work force in areas where 
they are needed, such as nurs- 
ing. 


However, Mrs. Kolb does not 


advocate that all women in Ar- 
kansas leaving their homes and 
families in pursuit of careers. 


"The new feminists move- 


ment really does not want to do 
away with the woman on the 
home fronst scene. They are 
what makes it possible for chil- 
dren to grow up with strength 
and stability," she said. 


"I think that her (the wom- 


an's) base of operation is still 
in the home," said Mrs. Kolb,

downed Los Angeles 6-4. Else- 
where, Toronto whipped Pitts- 
burgh 4-2, Chicago walloped St. 
Louis 8-3, Montreal tied Minne- 
sota 1-1 and California turned 
back Detroit 4-2. 


Emile Francis, general man- 


ager-coach of the Rangers, re- 
wards his goalies with $100 bo- 
nuses for shutouts but Giaco- 
min's job Wednesday was even 
more expensive for the club. 
That's because the mask he was 
wearing is a custom-built $150 
job. 


The new mask is constructed 


from a fibreglass cloth material 
reinforced with resin. Higgins

If you have a pain in the 


neck or arm or tingling in 
the hands, it may be caused 
by your glasses. Dr. Claire 
Wolfe explained the problem 
to the American Congress of 
Rehabilitation Medicine. 


It all b e g a n when Ben 


Franklin invented bifocals to 
keep from using two pair of 
glasses. The reading lens 
was put at the bottom. This 
is fine for reading a book on 
your lap or reading some- 
thing lying on the desk, but 
that is about the only time it 
is fine. In these reading po- 
sitions the neck is bent for- 
w a r d and the eyes cast 
downward. But, if the per- 
son reads something at eye 
level, like holding up a news- 
paper, or reads something 
above the head he is in trou- 
ble. This curves the neck 
backward in an abnormal 
position. 


Bending the neck back- 


ward tends to compress the 
normal space between the 
vertebrae. As the vertebrae 
decrease in size with age, 
this position causes pressure 
on the nerves of the spinal 
cord that normally pass out 
through the spaces between 
the vertebrae. This, in turn, 
causes pain in the neck and 
arm and tingling sensations 
in the arms and hands. 


About half of middle-aged 


people have changes in the 
neck vertebrae that contrib- 
ute to the problem. This is 
also the age when bifocals 
are prescribed. Then, if the 
person needs to do a lot of 
close-up eye work, he is in 
difficulty. 


There are other ways to 


cause this problem besides 
using bifocals. Any situation 
that requires the head to be 
tilted back far enough to 
bend the neck backward is a 
potential hazard. Painting a 
ceiling if you are not used to 
it may cause sore neck mus- 
cles and if there are changes 
in the spine, nerve compres- 
sion can occur. 


Stockbrokers s e a t e d at 


their desk watching a ticker 
tape near the ceiling level 
must crane their neck back- 
ward in an unnatural posi- 
tion. 


How can this be .avoided? 


Well, Df; Wolfe has had bi- 
focal lenses put at the top of 
his glasses for reading in 
some instances with good 
success. Being aware of the 
problem helps to avoid it. 
Of course, you could use two 
pairs of glasses. Some of the 
occupational problems inde- 
pendent of glasses can be 
solved. For example, if a 
person must watch a televi- 
sion set, a ticker tape, or 
other monitoring device, it 
should be lowered to eye 
level or below to prevent 
neck craning. 


The principle is very sim- 


ple: If you don't get your 
nose too high in the air you 
are less likely to be a pain 
in the neck.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


term "full employment" is in 
vogue with today's economic 
seers and policymakers. But the 
magic words don't always mean 
what they seem to say. 


For example, an avowed goal 


of President Nixon's economic- 
Policy is full employment by 
mid-1972. Yet some of his advis- 
ers admit they'd be reasonably 
"appy if, by that time, there 
were as many as 3.5 million 
men and women still looking for 
jobs. 


And the President wants to 


balance the "full employment 
budget" for fiscal 1972, starting 
next July 1. He may do that, but 
he could still have a real, finan- 
cial deficit of $10 or $12 billion. 


What does full employment 


mean, then? 


In customary Washington us- 


age nowadays, it means getting 
unemployment down to about 4 
per cent of the labor force. 


That would still leave at least 


3.3 million people jobless. 


Paul W. McCracken, chair- 


man of the President's Council 
of Economic Advisers told ques- 
tioners he thinks of 4 per cent as 
"the midpoint of a full employ- 
ment zone." Other officials ac- 
knowledge that anything up to 


. 4.5 per cent— and maybe a little 
: more—would be a reasonable 


goal for mid-1972. 


And that would represent a 


solid gain, because many expect 
the rate to climb above 6 per 
cent in 1971 before it starts 
down. Few think it will get as 
low as 5 per cent anytime next 
year. 


The term full employment be- 


came embedded in the language 
during the Great Depression of 
the 1930s, when it was a pie-in- 
the-sky target of the Roosevelt 
New Deal. 


The definition was vague, but 


it was achieved in World War 
II. Over-achieved, in fact, be- 
cause the wartime labor short- 
age was as acute as the tire or 
meat shortage. 


In many respects the coun- 


try's war production effort was 
limited by lack of labor. Even 
so, there was still 1.2 per cent 
unemployment in 1944, the year 
of peak homefront effort. 


This was less than what the 


experts call normal "frictional" 
unemployment. Frictional un- 
employment 
represents new- 


comers to the labor force who 
haven't yet found work, workers 
who quit to hunt another job, 
some who were laid off but hope 
to be called back; others who 
are idle because of weather, or 
who are waiting for a call to 
work from a cannery, lumber 
mill or other seasonal or spo- 
radic employer. 


A quarter-century ago it was 


generally assumed that the fric- 
tionally unemployed— plus those 
who couldn't get work because 
of illiteracy, instability or other 


, -handicaps— would add up to 2 or 


2 '-2 oer cent of the labor force.

When John F. Kennedy took 


office, 
with 
unemployment 


around 6.8 per cent, he readjust- 
ed the "full employment" goal. 
Kennedy's economic advisers, 
headed by Walter W. Heller, 
looked for a goal that might be 
realizable. They came up with 4 
per cent, as what they called an 
"interim objective." 


That 
goal 
finally 
was 


reached; unemployment ranged 
from 3.6 to 3.8 per cent in each 
of the last three years of the 
Johnson 
administration. 
This 


was the climax of a nine-year 
boom that was fueled by the 
biggest tax cut in history and, 
later on, by the Vietnam war, 
the biggest federal deficit since 
World War II, and a serious inf- 
lation. 


The Nixon administration un- 


dertook to slow the inflation 
gently, to avoid painful unem- 
ployment. This feat did not 
come off. The policy of "grad- 
ualism," a steady application of 
moderate 
fiscal-monetary 
re- 


straints, has produced only in- 
conclusive results in moderating 
the inflation, while unemploy- 
ment has risen every month for 
the oast year. 


The 
unemployment 
rate, 


which averaged 3.5 per cent in 


1969, 
reached 5.8 per cent in No- 


vember, partly because of the 
General Motors strike. About 4.6 
million Americans needed work. 


To restore "full employment" 


by the middle of 1972 would re- 
quire giant strides in production 
for the next 18 months—gains of 
up to 8 per cent in real output in 
some quarters. 


To help generate this growth, 


Nixon is accepting two big defi- 
cits without quibble—an esti- 
mated $15 billion this year, per- 
haps $10 or $12 billion in the 
budget now being drafted for 
fiscal 1972. 


But he is insisting, so far, on 


balancing the "full employment 
budget." This is not an actual 
spending plan but an economic 
concept. It is the level of federal 
outlays 
which 
equals 
the 


amount of revenue that would 
be generated if the economy 
were running at a full employ- 
ment rate—that is, with only 
about 4 per cent joblessness. 


So Nixon could balance the 


"full employment budget" in 
fiscal 1972 if his real expendi- 
tures plus his real deficit did not 
exceed the estimated revenue 
that he would be collecting if 
the economy were running at 
full steam. 


In economic theory, the real 


deficit would be desirable be- 
cause it would be stimulative; it 
would generate jobs, income 
and profits, and thus would help 
propel the economy back to full 
employment. It would be infla- 
tionary only if it got so much 
larger that it threw the full em- 
ployment 
budget 
into 
deficit 


also. 


The full employment budget 


for next year will be around 
$2UO billion, by most estimates. 
Nixon ordered a government- 
wide spending limit of $225 bil- 
lion several months ago; offi- 
cials say it will be exceeded. 


Whether the prospective out- 


lays will be high enough to 
cause a deficit in the full em- 
ployment budget remains to be 
seen.

Illinois Has 
Adopted New 
Constitution

CHICAGO (AP) - Illinois vot- 


ers have adopted a new state 
constitution that streamlines the 
tax system and bans job and 
housing discrimination. But they 
apparently rejected a separate 
proposal to give the power of 
the ballot to 18-year-olds. ' 


With 10,292 of the 10,916 poll- 


ing places in the state reported, 
the totals were 1,072,297 votes in 
favor of the new shate charter 
and 786,683 opposed. 


The new measure needed only 


a simple majority of the ballots 
cast in the statewide refren- 
dum Tuesday. The present con- 
stitution is 100 years old. 


The victory of the new docu- 


ment reflected a heavily favora- 
ble turnout of Chicago area 
Democrats, led by Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley, who favored the 
new Constitution with some res- 
ervations. 


Voters outside the Chicago 


'area—Cook 
County—rejected 


the charter, 456,325 to 386,333. 


Topcoat weather and lack of 


interest kept the turnout of vot- 
ers to near 30 per cent state- 
wide, but the figure was close to 
40 per cent in Chicago. 


The draft 
constitution was 


supported by a broad coalition 
that included leaders of both po- 
litical parties, business and civ- 
ic groups and most news media. 


Opponents of the new charter, 


most of them opposed to its 
revenue article, were headed by 
the Illinois AFL-CIO. 


Mayor Daley said he consid- 


ered the revenue article unfair 
not only because it prohibits a 
graduated income tax because 
it provides that the ratio of 
corporate to individual income 
taxes never shall exceed 8-to-5. 


The charter 
specifies 
that 


women will have equal rights 
with men in dealing with the 
government and outlaws racial 
bias in employment and hous- 
ing. 


It grantes broad home rule 


taxing powers to some cities 
and counties that consider the 
state legislature not sympathet- 
ic enough to local problems 
such as urban blight and falter- 
ing transit systems. 


Four 
other proposals 
were 


presented separately to the vot- 
ers: 


—The vote for 18-year-olds, 


apparently defeated with incom- 
plete returns showing account of 
978,519 to 824,194 against. 


—Abolition of the death penal- 


ty, rejected 1,139,708 to 627,522.

House with single-member dis-

Poles Report 
End to Three 
Day Riots

WARSAW (AP) - Calm re- 


turned today to the Gdansk area 
after three days of riots and 
street fighting touched off by 
price increases, Warsaw Radio 
reported. 


"Life in Gdanskk has re- 


turned to normal," said the gov- 
ernment radio. "The population 
went quietly to work this morn- 
ing. All city transport is running 
normally. 


"Although the City Council set 


the opening hour for shops at 7, 
tradesmen voluntarily opened 
their doors at 6 to enable people 
to buy food. The streets are al- 
most clear of rubble." 


The broadcast did not say 


whether the 6 p.m. to 5 a.m. 
curfew had been lifted, but the 
city's two newspapers were pub- 
lishing on schedule. 


Tight security was still in ef- 


fect around the tri-cities of 
Gdansk, Gdynia and Sopot this 
morning. All flights to the area 
on the western shore of the Bay 
of Danzig were suspended and 
long-distance telephone service 
had not resumed. 


The official death toll in the 


fighting stood at six, but other 
sources said at least 12 were 
killed and more than 150 in- 
jured, including many police. 


Travelers arriving Wednesday 


night from Gdansk, the former 
German city of Danzig, said the 
fighting between street crowds 
and police was dying down, but 
that a sit-in by workers in facto- 
ries and shipyards was under 
way. 


A Western diplomat who was 


in Gdansk Monday, gave this re- 
port of the start of the fighting: 


Shipyard 
workers 
were 


marching peacefully in the city 
Monday afternoon to protest in- 
creases averaging 20 per cent in 
the government price of food, 
fuel, clothing and other com- 
modities. 


Police, seeing they-were out- 


numbered by the demonstra- 
tors, 
panicked 
and 
started 


shooting. This triggered demon- 
strations all over the city. 


The official party newspaper, 


Trybuna Ludu, said today the 
riots "must become a serious 
lesson for the whole party, for 
the working class and the work- 
ing masses." It added 
that 


"those responsible for murders, 
arson and looting must suffer 
severe punishment."

Time Biggest 
Foe of Import 
Quota Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Time 


has become the most formida- 
ble opponent of the ever-contro- 
versial trade bill, with its provi- 
sion for quotas on imports of 
textiles and shoes. 


Even the most ardent support- 


ers of the bill, which the affect- 
ed industries say they need to 
survive foreign competition- 
conceded the measure's chances 
dim with each day as the Jan. 3 
constitutional deadline for ad- 
journment nears. 


On that date the 91st Congress 


goes out of existence, and all 
legislation not finally enacted 
dies with it. The trade bill still 
has a long way to go. 


But its backers have not 


stopped figting, nor devising 
strategy to break the legislative 
logjam in the Senate that threat- 
ens to bury the bill.

Care for Aged Neglect 
Blamed on Officials, 
Doctors, Nurse Homes

Magnuson, whose home state

Earlier, laying the ground- 


work for his attempt to talk the 
project to death, Proxmire won 
several admissions from SST 
supporters.

containing a reduced SST proto- 
type development budget, said 
action by a conference commit- 
tee in reducing SST spending by 
$80 million eventually might add 
$150 million to the program's to- 
tal cost and would be almost 
certain to cause "several thou- 
sand" of the 15,000 SST workers 
to be laid off soon. 


Bible said lesser spending 


would reduce the SST project 
mainly to research and develop- 
ment. But it would keep it alive. 


The point, Proxmire 
coun- 


tered, is that the Senate, wor- 
ried about the possible adverse 
impact of an SST fleet on the en- 
•^onment voted to stop the en- 
tire program, not just slow' it 
down. 


The House approved $290 mil- 


lion to continue SST develop- 
ment. The Senate had earlier 
eliminated the funds from the 
transportation bill but $210 mil- 
lion was restored by a con- 
ference committee. 


The Proxmire debate isn't a 


real filibuster at this point since 
arrangements have been made 
for interruptions to allow some 
other business to go on. 


Neither side has shown the 


least indication of compromis- 
ing on the SST issue.

The U.S. Air Force said it had 


intelligence reports showing "a 
very likely possibility 
of in- 


creased attempts of assassina- 
tion and kidnaping of U.S. serv- 
icemen." 


Three Americans were killed 


and 14 wounded in bomb and 
grenade attacks in Saigon Tues- 
day and Wednesday nights. Two 
gunmen killed a member of the 
South Vietnamese National As- 
sembly today, but it apparently 
was not a case of political ter- 
rorism; the gunmen were trying 
to extort more than $7,000 from 
the assemblyman, a doctor. 


The U.S. Command said the 


Army "has increased its mili- 
tary police patrols and has ad- 
vised 
military personnel 
to 


avoid crowds and the downtown 
area of Saigon whenever possi- 
ble. Personnel were advised to 
take normal safety precautions 
which have always been in ef- 
fect." 


A spokesman for the U.S. Em- 


bassy said civilian personnel 
were also being reminded of 
normal precautions, particular- 
ly those for the security of 
buildings and vehicles. 


Outside the capital, one Amer- 


ican was killed and eight were 
wounded in an ambush in the 
Central Highlands. South,Viet- 
namese troops reported a sharp 
clash in eastern Cambodia. But 
with American battlefield action 
continuing at a low level, the 
U.S. Command , in its weekly 
casualty summary said 29 of its 
men were killed in action last 
week and 32 others died from 
accidents, illness and other non- 
hostile causes. 


Another 377 Americans were 


wounded in action last week, 
while the South Vietnamese 
command said it had 290 men 
killed and 754 wounded.

Two Manhattan patrolmen, 


moved by the plight of Sam La- 
beiko, 85, and his wife Lizi, 80, 
held up their eviction on a tech- 
nical point and then passed the 
hat to help raise the overdue 
rent money. 


The Labeikos, who came to 


this country from Russia shortly 
after the turn of the century, 
had lived in their Lower East 
Side apartment for 33 years. 


They were being evicted be- 


cause they owed the landlord 
$155. The landlord had raised 
the' rent from $36.80 to $46.80 a 
month and their Social Security 
money and Sam's pension sim- 
ply wouldn't stretch that far. 


Patrolman Thomas Finneran, 


20, and his partner, Bob Bo- 
rowski, 29, were assigned to 
stand by while a marshal evict- 
ed the couple. They decided to 
help. 


First they demanded a look at 


the marshal's 
identity card 


•which it turned out had expired. 
Then they noticed the eviction 
papers 
identified 
Sam 
as 


"John." 


They sent the marshal pack- 


ing, returned to their station 
house and got a donation of $1 
from each of the 53 policemen 
on duty. 


Back at the apartment, Sam 


had enough to make up the 
difference. 


"We all felt," said Finneran 


afterward, "these were elderly 
people who had worked all their 
lives without taking handouts, 
and that they deserved a better 
break than they were getting." 


In Miami Sgt. Kimbro said he 


gave up his money to help the 
families because "I'm black, I 
like kids and it won't hurt me to 
stay sober over Christmas." 


The two families were evicted 


from an apartment building 
Tuesday as the result of a rent 
strike by Negro tenants that 
started in August. 


Kimbro took Mr. and Mrs. 


Floyd Crawford and Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Small to a motel 
and guaranteed payment of $36 
for two night's lodging. 


"I'm no good Samaritan or 


humanitarian," Kimbro said. 
"I'm a cop. But I like kids and I 
didn't want to see those kids 
hauled around because of this 
rent strike. They could have 
been hurt.
